Applicant's arguments filed 3-24-04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding the alternative recitation (where the service call is not complete), since this recitation is in the alternative the rejection of 
record is not required to show this feature. 

Regarding the alternative rejection (where the service call is complete), applicant argues that each of the prior art individually does 
not show the claimed recitation. The rejection is an obviousness rejection of a primary reference in view of a secondary refrence. The 
primary reference shows a module for determining that a service call is complete, and when complete, formatting a first request for the 
actual cost to charge the customer for the event. The secondary reference shows charging forced post responses over a financial bank 
card network. The references are combined as set forth in the previous office action.
